Of Criminals, Is Dead 


Plennie Miner, 52, special investi- 
gator for more than eight years .in 
the office of the solicitor general of 
Fulton county and one of the most 
widely-known county officials through- 
out this section, died Monday after- 
noon at the residence, 656 South 
Boulevard, after a brief illness. 

Back of this announcement—couch- 
ed in stereotyped newspaper parlance 
—lies a story that the average busi- 
ness man, unversed in the romance of 
criminology and uninitiated in the 
secrets of the little back room of the 
solicitor of Fulton county’s tribunals 
of justice, may find it hard to appre- 
ciate. 

For Plennie Mines was not of the 
every-day, run-of-the-mine type of 
humans who are born, live and die. 


Loved by all who knew him and 
could face him without flinching under 
his calm ang friendly gaze, Plennie 
Miner meant death and despair to 
hundreds of others. 

He represented the noose and the 
chair and prison bars to men who vio- 
lated the sixth commandment, and he 
stood for bitter expiation for others 


who broke lesser man-made statutes. 

For eight years, he played the role 
of Nemesis to Atlanta's -underworld

Ordered To Throw Open 
Books at 9 O’Clock. 


Washington, August 31.—(/)—The 
people of the United States will have 
their second opportunity tomorrow to 
see who paid income taxes for 1924 
and how much each. paid. 

At 9 a. m. local time, internal rev- 
enue collectors in all districts will 
open the income tax records for pub- 
lic inspection, and for the first time 
newspapers may publish them without 
fear of moves against them by fed- 
eral authorities. 

Commissioner Blair, of the internal 
revenue bureau, bas sent instructions 
to all collectors as follows: 

“The lists will be open for public 
inspection at all times during each 
working day for 30 days, beginning 
September 1. Thereafter, the hours 
they shal! be open for public inspec- 
tion may be regulated by each collec- 
tor of internal revenue, with a view 
to preventing undue interference with 
the official work of the office. How- 
ever, following this 30-day period, they 
must be open for publie inspection at 
least three days a week; and dur- 
ing such days they shall be available 
to the public at least three hours a 
day. The days and hours will be 
selected by each collector and due pub- 
licity to their regulations will be given

Mexico City, August 31.—(@)— 
The Banco de Mexico, the new Mex- 
ican National bank of issue, will 
come officially into existence tomor 
row. Arrangements were completed 
today for formal filing of the charter. 

The bank will issue paper mcecuey, 
backed by both gold and silver re- 
serves, although the new notes actual- 
ly will be gold certificates. The gov 
ernment will retain 51 per cent of 
the stock, offerin oe remainder for 
general subscript The bank is 
cn ge at 100.000, 000 pesos (nor- 
mally $49,800,900. ) 

Mexico has hitd no paper money in 
general cirenlation since 1920, and 
little since 1916. Only gold and sil- 
ver coins have been used and the han 
dicap of handling big business trans- 
actions by payments in metal coin 
have curtailed trade, expergs say. 

In addition to i Z paper money. 
the bank will assume the functions of 
the present M@®xican monetary ¢vm- 
mission. It is authorized to handled 
re-discounts and do a general banking 
business as well as act as agent for 
the Mexican treasury.

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SP E. Haney, ‘Commis- 
sioner From Oregon, 
Declines To Quit When 
Asked by President. 


FRICTION IN BOARD 
CAUSE OF REQUEST 


Haney’s Answer Cites Al- 
leged Incompetence of 
Admiral Palmer, of 
Fleet Corporation. 


Washington, August 31.—President 
@oolidjge has asked for the resigna- 
tion of Bert E. Haney, of Oregon, 
commissioner of the shipping board, 
because of Haney’s opposition to Ad- 
miral Leigh Palmer, president of the 
emergency fleet corporation, and 
Haney has refused to quit. 

The president’s request, contained 
in a brief telegram, and Haney’s ex- 
tended answer, made public here Mon- 
day, brings -to public attention the 
friction between the shipping board 
and the emergency fleet corpcration, 
which has seethed under the surface 
here for months over the relative au- 
thority of each, and has been con- 
nected, partially, with the president’s 
economy program, for which Palmer 
has stood consistently. 

“It having come to my attention 
that you are proposing to remove Ad- 
miral Palmer, contrary to the under- 
standing I had with you when I re- 
appointed you, your resignation from 
the United States shipping board is 
requested.” Coolidge said. 

Reply Made by Haney. 

Haney presented this.telegram-in a 
lengthy answer to the president, stat- 
ing that it was dated August 27. 

The commissioner denied that he 
had made any promise regarding his 
attitude toward Palmer, and cited in 
detail his reasons for his opposition 
to the admiral, which he said he had 
laid before Coolidge at the time of 
his reappointment, saying among 
other things that Palmer was “in- 
competent,” and acted independently 
without conferring with the board. 

“Wien you honored me last June 
by tendering a reappointment, I stated 
that I was reluctant to accept, not 
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only for personal business reasons, but og 


because I was not in sympathy with 
retaining President Palmer at the 
head of the fleet corporatian. 


“Obviously, Mr. President, to have 
given out any such promise as that 
implied by your telegram would have 
amounted to a total disregard of my 
oath of office and my obligation to

Haney said of Coolidge’s telegram. 

Recalls Act of Congress.

Barely Clear Land.

PROBE SLAYING 
OF REPUBLICAN 
NEGRO LEADER 


St. Matthews, S. ©., August 31.— 
(P)—A four-fold investigation is be- 
ing pushed in the assassination Satur- 
day night of V. H. “Pink” Whaley, 
wealthy negro republican leader who 
was shot and killed while he wa: ap- 
parently asleep on_a_ bench at the 
Southern railway stztion here. 

Representatives of the United 
States’ marshal’s office, a state detec- 
tive and officers of Calhoun county 
and the town of St. Matthews have 
begu: Steking the trail. of the slayers. 
It is believed Whaley was shot from 
a moving automobile occupied by two 
or three men at a time when the rum- 
bling of a passing freight train dead- 
ened the report of the shooting. A 
load of buckshot entered the negro’s 
throat. 

Whaley, who was reputed to be 
worth in the hundreds of thousands 
of dollars, received communications 
warning him to leave the community 
several months ago, and he did leave, 
going to Orangeburg, where he made 
his home. Recently, however, he had 
been returning to St. Matthews on oc- 
casions. Last week he came back, 
apparently to stay, as he set up a 
cotton buying business. In republican 
political circles the negro was revard- 
ed as a power. 

Reports generally credited here were 
that Whaley employed private detec- 
tivs to ascertain who had sent him 
the threatening letters that resulted in 
his leaving the .county. That these 
reports had been turned over to offi 
cers investigating his death was a 
rumor here today. 

Another report, unconfirmed, was 
that two or three men wearing masks 
were seen here Saturday night about 
the time Whaley was shot in a light 
touring car without a license plate. 
The automobile is said to have left 
here in the direction of Columbia. 


ASK KLAN OFFICIALS 
BE CITED FOR CONTEMPT 


Little Rock, Ark., August 31.—(/) 
Telegrams announcing the removal of 
Miss A. B. Cloud and Miss D. B.

Opposed Taxation Plan. 

I voted against this bill because I ‘thought 
the money would be squandered and thrown 
away. 1 opposed Governor Walker's income: 
tax bill which was lost in the house for 
the reason that it would drive capital and 
big business away from our state and was 
not a good law. 

Il opposed “before the atate senate Governor 
Walker's classification tax bill because I 
did not think it fair‘as it would cause cer- 
tain classes of notes, accounts, ete., to be 
taxed two or three or four times on the 
same property value. I had a conference 
with Governor Walker last spring avd also 
exchanged several letters with him and he 
knew quite well my views regarding taxa- . 
tion. 1 also had a conference with Governor 
Walker at his request five or six days be- 
fore the classification tax bill reached the 
senate floor. I then stated to Governor 
Walker that I could not support his bill 
and again handed him a copy of my pro 
posed sales tax bill that was at that time 
introduced both in the senate and the house.

We be- 
lieve this is°a better law than one 
requiring a stop at all crossings, for 
it will emphasize, when a stop sign 
or signal is displayed, that the cross- 
ing in question is dangerous, and 
therefore will more forcibly impell 
obedience to the law. 

A general stop law, applying the 
same to a full-sweep crossing on a 
short line road with only two trains 
a day, as to a dangerous crossing on 
a main trunk line with perhaps one 
hundred trains a day, undoubtedly 
invites careless general enforce- 
ment, and an occasional tragedy, 
Such as that at Reidsville, results. 

It is hoped the Georgia law may 
be rigidly enforced through the up- 
Standing determination of motorists 
to cooperate. By no other means 
can it be enforced. The public 
myst cooperate if the full useful- 
desi of the law, in Saving the lives 


| ahd limbs of motorists, shall result. 


It ig unreasonable to expect a 100 
per cegt elimination of grade-cross- 
ing accents until grade crossings 
are eliminated 100 per cent.

Here is an interesting query signed 
by a high school girl and written on 
stationery ) bearing the high school 
legend : 

“My Dear Doctor Brady: 

“We have a science club in our 
high school which meets weekly. ‘The 
last part of the weekly program is 
devoted to a forum. ecently the 
subject of lamps used physicians 
was discussed,” and this led to the 
question of regular and _ irregular 
physicians. Mr. , our chemistry 
teacher, condemned irregular healers 
such us (a brand of short cut fad 
healers) from the standpoint of their 
educational. qualifications and _ the 
pseudo scientific basis upon which 
they practice. This resulted in much 
objection on the part of some of the 
members of the class, who had re- 
ceived monthly announcements from 
(local. practitioners of the pseudo 
scientific system of healing) telling 
of their remarkable successes in heal- 
ing and some of the pupils knew of 
cases that had been healed by them. 
Mr. (the chemistry teacher) 
said that many quack healers could 
have testimonials written up and 
signed by actual persons for a con- 
sideration of three dollars, more or 
less. He said that the recovery in 
some cases would be natural enough 
if there were nothing really wrong 
in the first place, an aspect of the 
question which he referred to our 
psychology teacher. He said. that re- 
covery occurs in many cases through 
nature’s work alone, as regular or 
educated doctors are frank to con- 
cede, but irregulars claim the credit 


their treatment. The teacher finally 
said that we had better let the ques- 
tion rest with our own family physi- 
cians or we might write to you. 
Therefore I ask if you will kindly, 
take the time to tell us as a club the 
viewpoint intelligent people should 
take on this matter. \

Now that school is open we can 
answer the request calmly and with- 
out fear of successful malediction. 

First I must say that the letter is 
extraordinarily well written. I can't 
find a single flaw in it. This is really 
extraordinary, in a letter from a 
school pupil or teacher.~ Some of the 
letters I have received from teachers 
are almost incredibly erratic even in 
the fundamentals of spelling and 
punctuation, and it is really excep- 
tional to receive.a correctly written 
letter frem a high school pupil, a gen- 
uine letter, I mean, and not one writ- 
ten for the expréss purpose of display- 
ing letter writing ability. They teach 
a lot of folderol in the English course 
in high school these days, but re- 
markably little English. The stints 
of “homework” generally laid out in 
the English classes are mainly mere 
time- consumers, such as an assign- 
ment to write an essay of not less 
than 500 words on a subject which 
should be discussed in 100 words. 
This is typical of all “homework” in 
high schools where the abuse prevails. 

The chemistry teachers observa- 
tions about regular and _ irregular 
healers were correct. No one pur- 
porting to have any scientific knowl- 
edge could hold any other view. The 
“objection” of some of the pupils was 
characteristic of the educational un- 
fitness of the youth of the day; in fact 
the kind of instruction high school 
pupils are getting today seems calcu- 
lated not to relieve* them of. their 
Billings complaint. They know too 
many things “which ain't so,” and 
not only do they know a great déal 
in that way but they have supreme 
confidence and assurance in their 
knowledge,- which explains their “ob- 
jection” to the facts given by the 
chemistry teacher in this instance. I 
lave often tried to convey the sugges- 
tion that our popular education is 
controlled by exploiting interests, and 
here, I think, is a bit of evidence in- 
dicating how effective is the adverse 
inflnence. Some of these high school 
pupils will become legislators per- 
haps, and in the legislature their “‘ob- 
jection” to science or truth will be 
translated into vicious laws, class leg- 
islation, granting privileges and stand- 
ing to the children of their exploiters 
that these may the more thoroughly 
exploit their children.

Red Spots in Iris. 
T have grey eyes, but they are 


marred with red or brownish spots 
around the pupil which makes them 
look like a dull tan. What ts the 
cause of this and how can the apots | 
be removed ? (M. W. 8S.) | 

Answer.—The pigment in all eyes | 
is brown. If there is veryelittle pig- | 
ment in the iris (colored ring around 
pupil), the eyes are called “blue” or a 
little more pigment gives “grey” eyes; 
still more pigment gives “brown” eres, 
and the deepest pigmentation gives 
“black” eves. Sometimes the pigment 
is unevenly distributed through the 
iris: there is no way to change that. 

Inhale and Expand. 

Does the abdomen ordinarily ex- 
pand when one inhales or when one 
exhales? (M. L.) 

Answer—Natnrally the lower part 
of the chest and the abdomen expand 
with inhalation and by their own 
elasticity resume the original relaxed 
position when one exhales. This is 
not contraction: to contract abdo- 
men or chest one must forcibly ex- 
hale. which is not natural breathing.

Answer.—The best knowledge we 
have is that it is due to a defect in 
calcium metabolism: usually. blood 
analysis shows less than the normal 
proportion of caletum. Calcium chlo- 
rid or caleinm lactate may be taken 
internally, say 20 grains daily, dis- 
solred in plenty of water. and gen- 
erally some duetless gland hormone, 
either thyroid or parathyroid is nec- 
essary at the same time to improve 
calcium metabolism. and this requires 
medical direction. Small doses of cod 
liver oil daily for a month now and 
then may do good—half teaspoonful 
to a teaspoonful of the plain oil, no 
special preparation or brand.

Since his appoint- 
ment, Palmer has been continually at 
odds with the shipping board, most 
recently over the economy program. 

The board recently protested the 
budget bureau's proposed cut in its 
appropriation,. Chairman O’Connor, of 
the board, stating that it would mean 
withdrawal of several government 
vessels from operation, including the 
Leviathan. Palmer denied this. + 


Will Be Aired in Congress. 


The whole controversy will be’ 
aired in congress, it appears certain, 
Before that time, Attorney General 
Sargent probably will be called upon 
to determine just how far Palmer's 
powers extend. 

Detailing the reasons for opposition 
to Palmer, which he said he laid be- 
fore Coolidge, Haney said: “First 
without questioning his ability as a 
naval officer, I considered him in- 
competent from temperament and lack 
of experience to discharge the duties 
imposed by the merchant marine act 
of 1920 upon the shipping board, 
whose agent he was.” 

Second, Haney said, Palmer “seém- 
ed determined not to confer with the! 
board upon ang of the questions which 
came within its peculiar province un- 
der the statute, which involved the 
board's discretion, and could not be 
delegated to the president of the fleet 
corporation.” 

His Third Complaint, 


The commissioner set forth as his 
third complaint that Palmer 
disposed to proceed along lines inde- 
pendent of board action, although he 
was by his appointment created the 
board’s agent.

Not Graft, But Concealment. 

In the attacks on the supposed 
“commercialism” of American college 
athletics, usually from faculty mem- 
bers, there is an implication of dis- 
honesty whi@h I deeply resent. -I have 
one thing to say, and I want to say 
so emphatically that it will not: be 
misunderstood: In nearly 20 years 
as a graduate manager, I have never 
seen a single ease of graft.in the un- 
derground operations by which foot- 
ball teams are recruited and trained. 
T'rue, it is dishonest in the sense that 
it all ought to be out in the open, but 
who is to blame for this? Surely no 
one but the reformers themselves. It 
is they who are continually driving 
football underground by refusal to 
face facts. The facts are these: 

A graduate manager is employed to 
turn out winning teams. He i 


is some- 
times paid as much as $18,000 a year 
for this; if he sueceeds, he holds his 
job and if he doesn’t, he loses it, 

The graduate manager is in 
competition with a number of 
other men, employed on exactly 
the same terms. 

He finds that if he is to re- 
cruit a team that has any chance 
of winning, he has to take advan- 
tage of every scholarship, every 
soft job, the best possible use of 
the alumni and every possible 
stretch of finances. 


He knows that he cannot go frankly 
to the faculty, or any alumni group 
back of the faculty and say, “I will 
take the resources of men and money 
at hand and do the best I can.” 

He must play the game as it is 
played. 

Hie is drawn into the break-neck 
competition. 

Public Doesn’t Know Facts. 

Finances, coaching, scouting, train- 
ing and all the rest of it become big 
and complicated; competition becomes 
desperate; investment in fields and 
stadia roll up into millions. Faculty 
members become uneasy.

Against Preacher And Editor 


Detroit, Mich., August 31.—(@4)— 
Formal charges of heresy were filed 
teday against Dr. Lynn Harrold 
Hough, pastor of thé Central Method- 
ist church here, and Dr. William H. 
I‘helps, editor of the Michigan Chris¢ 
tian Advocate, by Dr. Levi Bird, of 
Port Sanilac, _Mich. Twenty-seven 
separate charges, some of them said 
to be couched in such intemperate and 
controversial terms that they are un- 
svitable for publication, were filed. 

The charges against Dr. Hough are 
based on a sermon delivered June 21, 
«entitled “Charles Darwin, Evolution 
and the Christian Religion.”

The charges against the editor of 
the Advocate are based on editorial 
comment and on the reprinting of Dr.

“A Methodist, therefore, who is 
fearful about science needs both the 


courage and wisdom of Wesley. We 
are not compelled to accept evolution, 
but the people of our founder forbid 
raving against it.”

Second in the order of importance 
after this first day’s play is our own 
Mr. Jones, who, today, for the first 
time stayed at a tournament course 
after he was through his allotted 18 
holes. He stayed to see Gunn and 
Cook come in. He was frankly dis- 
appointed over Gene's 8&5, but he 
couldn't have been happier had he 
shot another 67 than he was over 
Watts’ 76, a remarkable performance 
for a 20-year-old kid going. into his 
first national tournament. 

Bob has. shot the Oakmont course 
in 67, but he couldn’t have been more 
the champion in appearance than he 
vas when he broke into his 73 today. 
He was hot, and the gallery knew it. 

Jones lost his one stroke to par on 
the first nine. On _ two _ holes on 
the second nine Bob took one 
more stroke than par, but he canned 
a birdie two on No. 13, a short pite' 
piob, and a birdie three on the long 
seventeenth to square himself with 
the almost devilish ingenuity that Bill 
Fownes has used to make the Oak- 
mont course the master of the coun: 
try’s best amateurs. 

Going out, Bob had trouble on No. 
1 by hooking his iron shot that was 
intended to lay him to the pin for a 
birdie. But, Jones fashion, he re- 
covered with his third and was down 
ia two puts that kept him at par.

Typical Jones Performance.

In such a 
way that he is sure of par if the de- 
ceptive little critter eludes his: net.

August 31.—Last week was the 
“business week” in the cotton market 
There are coming to be two auch weeks 
out of every four, each covering the 
paties that elapses after .he_ market 

recovered from one government re- 
port and before it comes under the 
blight of the next one. There were 
however, no sensational fluctuations 
The government report was as high 
as most traders thought it would be. 
It was nowhere regarded as a contra. 
diction of the somewhat higher fig- 
ures in which the trade believed, and 
with the reasonably satisfactory prvg- 
ress that the crop has made during 
the past ten days the ideas of those 
who believe the yield will equa! or 
exceed 14,500,000 bales have been con- 
firmed rather than disturbed. As a 
consequence the report was  ignered 
and by all indications the trade will 
stand by its own idens of the crop 
during the remainder of the year and 
resist being hurled one way or the 
other by the gales that blow out of 
Washington. 

So far. as the immediate course of 
prices is concerned, however, the ulti- 
rete outturn of the crop is running 
second in importance to the earliness 
of the movement. Last week there 
was an easily discernible increase in 
the amount of southern selling which 
the market was called upon to absorb. 
and under its influence as well as the 
short selling upon which some of the 
more venturesome have embarked the 
riarket has been droopy. 


| But the decline has not been severe 


There has been enough mill buying 
to offset the hedge selling, and if 
the movement into sight is heavy, the 
movement out of sight also shows the 
gratifying increase which has been 
encouraged-gy the assurance of a suf- 
ficient supply at a reasonable price, 
_The_ world’s takings shown by the 
New York cotton exchange figures at 
the etl of last week had in fact. ex- 
ceeded last year by 135,000 bales and 
equalled —the insight movement, al- 
though the latter was 250.000 greater 
than last year. The willingness of 
spinners to fill their requirements that 
is thus shown assures increasing re- 
sistance at successive levels if the mar- 


ket drops further and it may well be 


that: the short position will become 
evercro and that some may find 
it advisable to step out for fear of 
being hed off. 

If they are counting on an old-time 
“autumnal dip” they may find that 
these are no longer old times and that 
the abundant prosperity and credit 
facilities of the south will limit the 
pressure of the early crop movement 
more effecti.ely than was formerly 
possible. And if they are counting 
on a crop nearer to 15,000,000 bales 
than to 14,500,000 the accidents of 
the market are more likely to be 
against them than to favor them. 

Of course, these crop ideas may be 
justified by the outturn, - If. this be- 
comes increasingly apparent as the 
autumn wears on the markets will 
likely continue to sag until the cer- 
tainty of such a yield is everywhere 
recognized by which time we may 
assume it will have been discounted. 
But even in such a readjustment of 
prices there would be vacillations of 
sentiment to be reflected and since 
the preronderant opinion has been 
undoubtedly bearish for some tim® now 
it would be strange indeed if one of 
these natural reversals should not lie 
reasonably near ahead. | 

In its concentration onthe supply 
the cotton market is prone at this 
time of the year to overlook the con- 
sumption, which is ever dealt with less 
conspicuously. No so the spinners, 
however. They have to meet the de- 
mands of a retail market which is 
steadily sucking in goods and they 
have but small stocks of cotton out of 
which to make them. Thev began last 
season at a comparatively low rate of 
consumption and in all  probabili:y 
they will spin more cotton this fall 
than they did last. When the market 
reaches an even keel, and while it is 
feeling its way toward it, it thus 
seems likely there will be buyers for 
all the cotton that is pressed for sale. 
A drop of every twenty points will 
turn additional spinners from watch- 
ful waiters into buyers and the Brit- 
ish manufacturers will buy cotton 
more willingly under a shilling than 
over it. Thus the market decline it- 
self applies a brake of increasing 
force which only. important gains in 
crop prospects will overcome.

Chrysler Has Sharp Drop, 
But Rest of Market Is Fea- 
tureless —- Wall Street 
Watches Money Market and 
Coal Strike. 


New York, August 31.—Chrysler 
shares, which have recently had a 
sudden. advance from 115 to above 
149, had a sharp break today after 
the directors of the company met and 
declared only the regular preferred 
dividend. The stock has _ recently 
been advancing on rumors of an in- 
crease in the common dividend or a 
split-up of the common. stock, or 


both. Aside from Chrysler, the 
stock market was featureless, merely 
drifting to see what happened in the 
money market as a result of the Sep- 
tember 1 requirements and what hap- 
pens as a result of the strike of 160,- 
000 anthracite miners which begins to- 
morrow. 

Wall Street realizes that there is 
now a large supply of anthracite on 
hand and, moreover, that the anthra- 
cite strike is mostly a problem for 
the householder to face. What the 
financial district here is a afraid of 
is that the anthracite labor union 
leaders, who have not been able to 
gain any ground in their negotiations 
leading up to the strike, will make an 
effort to join hands with the leaders 
of labor in the soft coal fields. The 
country’s supply of soft coal, on 
which industry in general, including 
the railreads, is dependent for fuel, 
is not large. The street realizes that 
a. joint hard and soft coal strike 
would be serious. 

Turn To Use of Oil. 

Heretofore the very strong anthra- 
cite miners’ union has steered clear 
of the troubles of the soft coal work- 
ers. Recently, however, many house- 
holders. office buildings, apartments 


and industrial users of small sizes of | * 


anthracite coal have turned to Oil, 
thus weakening the anthracite union. 
Hence it. is possible that the anthra- 
cite union may be forced to look for 
help from the soft coal union. 

Vil men here expressed the belief to- 
day that while a joint hard and soft 
coul strike would be serious, good 
would come out of such developments 
because many users of both hard and 
soft coal would jump to permanent use 
of oil, thus further weakening the 
strangle hold that the anthracite min- 
ers and operators have had on the 
eastern states, and at the same time 


help to get rid of the existing over- 
supply of oil. 
Cuts Due to Overproduction. 

In the current issue of The Lamp, 
the official trade organ of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company of New Jersey, it is 
frankly admitted that the price war 
now going on in gasoline, with price 


cuts in crude oil and‘other grades of 
refined oil, is due to overproduction | 


of crude oil. There was a time not a 
great many years ago that the Stand- 


ard Oi] Company of New Jersey main-~ 


tained a combination in the oil indus- 
try that was even stronger than the 
combination now existing in anthra- 


cite coal, but that day has passed. 


Today the various Standard Oil com- 
panies have too much competition in 
every branch of the oil trade to con- 
trol prices. 

The anthracite miners and opera- 
tors, which for years have been goug- 
ing the public, might learn something 
to their advantage by studying the 
history of the rise and fall of the 
Standard Oil trust. But it is doubtful 


whether they will. They are likely 
to go on gouging the public until at 
least a large part of the present users 
of anthracite find a substitute.

Recount Victory 


Washington, August 31.—(#/)—At 
the close of the senate recount tonight 
of the votes cast in the Iowa senato- 
rial election, supervisers for both Sen- 
ator Brookhart and Daniel F. Steck 
his democratic opponent, claimed vic- 
tory for their eandidates. 

The final outcome, however, will not 
be known until the senate committee 
on privileges and elections canvasses 
the 8,727 challenged ballots and of- 
ficially passes on them. If all of the 
challenged ballots should be declared 
valid Senator Brookhart would have 
a plurality of 184 votes. 

The total senate count for the 
state including both pener and votine 
machine ballots and those challenged 
as well as the undisputen vores pare 
Brookhart 450,019 and Steck 449,835. 
The state auditor’s certified report 
filed after the election gave Brook- 
hart 447,504 and Steck 446,840, which 
showed a plurality of 754 votes for 


Brookhart. 
The disputed ballots include 6,461

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By China Bandits 


Harbin, Marchuria, August 31.— 
(*)—Dr. Harvey J. Howard, Ameri- 
ean eye specialist of the Peking 
Union Medical college, who was cap- 
tured by Manchurian bandits on July 
20, now is béing held for ransom by 
a group of his captors, whose mem- 
bers probably have been reduced to 
less than ten. They are unmounted 
and in hiding near the Sungari river, 


This information reached Harbi 
tuday in a message from Roger @. 
Greene, general manager in China for 
the Rockefeller foundation, who is at 
Fuchin, Manchuria, working to ob- 
tuin Dr. Howard's release. 

According to Chinese, who have ar- 
rived at Fuchin from the bandit area, 
the brigands who captured Dr. How- 
ard split into two bands when they 
crossed the Sungari river, fleeing 
from Chinese forces. The Chinese 
troops attacked one of these bards. 
consisting of 19 men, on- August 25 
and killed the chief. The Chinese who 
brought this word to Fuchin witnessed 
the fight, Mr. Greene reports. 

Chinese and civil and military 
searching parties are combing both 
banks of the river. Better cooperation 
in the search for Dr. Howard has been 
arhieved by the authorities of the 
Manchurian provinces of Kirin and 
Holungkiang, it is indicated in daily 
reports received by Mr. Greene at 
Fuchin.
